Mr. Wagner discussed with the board a recent article in the Lexington Herald-Leader 
regarding Arc-Tech conducting Railroad training.  A letter was sent to Arc-Tech from the 
board requesting they comply with licensing requirements or inform the board why they 
feel they should be exempt from licensure.
